Parks Career Reads 
Like Movie Plot 


J. A. Hess, 81, for 42 years a 
druggist at Sikeston, died Friday 
night at a hospital in Dallas, Tex., 
of gall bladder ailment after three 
weeks illness. 
He went to Dallas eight weeks 
ago to visit a daughter, Mrs. Aus­ 
tin Ausbum, and family. 
Mr. Hess was highly respected 
in the community, and it is said 
1 of him that he lived a true Chris- 
i tian life in every respect. 
He was born in 1858 at Lyons, 
la., was reared there and in Ala­ 
bama and Mississippi. 
In 1878 he came to New Madrid, 


i operating a drug store there. 
He was married in September, 
' 1885, to Miss Ella 
Koehtitzsky, 
, nd in 1888—52 years ago—they 
c nne to Sikeston. Mrs. Hess died 
i; November, 1933. 
With W. S. Smith, he conducted 
a drug business on Front Street 
i where the Peoples Store is now 
located.

A strike of a half-dozen work­

The owner said he would pay 
the 25-cent minimum. 
Although only a small fraction 
of the workers struck, the remain­ 
ing carpenters, tin and

workers did not return to their 
jobs Monday 
morning 
because 
they wished to avoid any trouble, 
he said.

Oliver Parks, head of the College, and Col. Thomas Hastey, 
of the army, who investigated the airport facilities last week, 
made the recommendations that prompted the Washington 
authorities to accept the Sikeston field. 
Mr. Parks notified Joseph L. Matthews from Washington 
at 3 p. m. Monday that the airport had been approved 100 per 
cent.

Mr. Parks said he would be here Wednesday morning to 
start operations. 
The program, which will get under way immediately, calls 
lor expansion of the airport to double its present size, erect­ 
ion of three hangars and several buildings, a large personnel

planes located here, and up to 240 cadets in training.
